The Elba Police Department 
and Elba City School officials 
were joined by several other law 
enforcement agencies Monday 
morning, Dec. 5, to conduct a 
routine campus search of the 
Elba City Schools. 

Joining the Elba officials were 
officers with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, Andalusia 
Police Department, Department 
of Corrections and ABC board. 

Using K-9 officers and metal 
detectors, the officials searched 
for any illegal items or items 
prohibited by school policy to 
be on campus. 

The use of metal detectors 
during the search allowed 
school officials to locate and 
confiscate items such as knives 
or any other instrument that 
might be deemed as a weapon. 

“We have a zero-tolerance on 
drugs here at the Elba City 
Schools,” said school resource 
officer Dean Blair, “The reason 
we conduct these type searches 
is to make sure our students are 
able to attend school in a safe 
drug-free environment.” 

Blair said officers wrote five 
or six citations to students that 
had tobacco products on cam- 
pus. Also, he said one white 
male juvenile was arrested and 
charged with possession of mar- 
ijudna second degree.

GROUNDBREAKING CEREMONIES were held Tuesday morning, Dec. 6, for a $2 million expan- 
sion of services at Elba General Hospital and Nursing Home. The original hospital was opened in 1963, 
It was followed later by a 40-bed nursing home, Both the hospital and nursing home have been expand- 
ed and updated on several occasions.

100 percent placement rate and 
is Willing to roll the system's 
current pool of substitutes into 
their pool of available substi:

She said Kelly will train the 
school system's faculty on how 
to contact them for substitutes, 
and the teachers can request cer- 
tain ‘substitutes for their class- 
room. 

In looking at the longevity 
study of school enrollment, 
Ingram said it is clear that the 
biggest growth has taken place 
at Zion Chapel. With this 
growth, she said there is not 
enough room there any more, 


and it is necessary to look at 
adding additional space to the 
facility to accommodate the 
growth,

Enterpise man arrested by C.C. 


Sheriff's Department in rape case 


The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department made an arrest in 
the Thursday, Dec.1, rape of an 
Enterprise woman. 

Emmanuel Broomfield, age 
59, of 707 West Watts St., 
Enterprise, was arrested and 
charged with rape first degree, 
kidnapping second degree and 
possession of a controlled sub- 
stance, 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, he remains 
in the Coffee County Jail under 


a $30,000 bond with $10,000. 


being a cash bond for the rape 
charge, $20,000 bond for the 
kidnapping charge and $5,000 
bond for possession of a con- 
trolled substance. , 

On the night of the incident, 
Moates said the victim got into a 
vehicle with Broomfield at the 
B-Line convenience store on 
College Street in Enterprise. He 
said the victim stated she had 
seen Broomfield but did not per- 
sonally know him. 

“The weather conditions were 
cold and Broomfield was going 
to give the victim a ride home,” 
Moates said. “Instead of being 
taken home, the victim was 
taken to a location off County 
Road 708 and forced to have sex 
with the offender. The offender 
was armed with a straight razor 
and threats of harm were used 
against the victim during the 
sexual assault.” 

After the alleged incident, 
Moates said the victim was 
transported back to Enterprise 
where she. used a pay-phone to 
notify the Enterprise ‘Police 
Department dispatch. 

Enterprise police were first 
dispatched, but when it was 
determined ‘the assault occurred 
in the county, the sheriff's 
department was notified.

training these guys, and I would 
have to say something like: ‘If 
you do it this way, I hear it could 
save your life,” or ‘React like 
that, and you'll make it out OK 
- or 80 they tell me.’” 

The only way Hawkins could 
come over was as a public 
affairs officers, and he now has 
another desk job in Baghdad's 
International Zone, more com- 
monly known as the Green 
Zone. But he accompanies sol- 
diers out into the field whenever 
he gets a chance, to get a feel for 
the fight. 

The toughest assignment 
Hawkins has ever undertaken 
was a service he performs back 
home: He has been trained to 
notify families when soldiers 
are killed in combat. He has had 
to use that training three times. 

“I know the role I: play at 
home is important, impacts 
more people, than what I do 
over here,” he said. “But I'll do 
an even better job of it when I 
get back.” 

Waiting for him there are wife 
Kristy, their 3-year-old son, 
Trey, and 5-month-old son, 
Jack. 

“I barely got to know Jack 
before I left,” he said. 

Like most soldiers over here, 
Hawkins is. gung-ho about his 
mission, But he’ articulates that 


, enthusiasm. better than’ most, 


having sent a well-versed e-mail 
to me and some of his friends 
back home. 

Give thanks for 42-year-old 
Lt. Col. Vincent Quarles, who is 
on his third tour in Iraq. with the 
Army’s 3rd: Infantry Division, 
4th Brigade.
